PART |
| NTENT

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The division of archives and records nmanagenent is established in
the office of the secretary of state to ensure the proper managenment
and safeguarding of public records. All public records renmain the
property of the state of Washington. Public records nust be delivered
by outgoing officials and enployees to their successors and nust be
retai ned, preserved, stored, transferred, destroyed, or disposed of in
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accordance with this chapter. The state archivist wll adm nister the
division and nust have reasonable access to all public records,
wherever kept, for the purposes of information, surveying, or
cat al ogi ng.

PART 11
DEFI NI TI ONS

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The definitions in this section apply throughout this chapter
unl ess the context clearly requires otherw se.

(1) "Ceneral retention schedule" neans a records retention schedul e
applicable to any state or |ocal agency.

(2) "Legislative record"” neans "l egislative record" as defined in
RCW 42. 17. 020.

(3) "Public record" neans "public record" as defined in RCW
42.17. 020.

(4) "Records retention schedul e" neans a | egal docunent approved by
the state or local records committee that specifies required retention
periods for a records series and gives agencies ongoing disposition
authority for the records series after its approved retention period
has been sati sfied.

(5 "Records series" neans a class of public records with a
specific or common function or purpose of state or |ocal agencies as
identified and defined by the state or | ocal records conmttee.

(6) "Retention period" neans the required anount of time, approved
by the state or local records conmttee, that a state or |ocal
government agency is required to retain records within a records
seri es.

(7) "Unique retention schedul e nmeans a records retention schedul e
applicable to a specific state or | ocal agency.

PART 111
STATE ARCH VI ST- - DUTI ES

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:
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The state archivist shall

(1) Centralize, admnister, and manage the archives of the state of
Washi ngton, make them available for reference and schol arship, and
ensure their proper preservation;

(2) Inspect, inventory, catalog, and arrange retention and transfer
schedul es on public records of all state agencies;

(3) Ensure the nmai ntenance and security of all state agency public
records and establish safeguards against their unauthorized renoval or
destructi on;

(4) Approve of the transfer of |ocal agency records of historical
or legal significance as provided by section 7(4) of this act;

(5) Establish and operate such state records centers as may from
time to time be authorized by appropriation, for the purpose of
preserving, servicing, screening, and protecting all state agency
public records which nust be preserved tenporarily or permanently, but
whi ch need not be retained in office space and equi pnent;

(6) Gather and dissemnate to interested agencies information on
all phases of records managenent to provide for the efficient and
econom cal managenent and preservation of public records;

(7) QOperate at cost an imaging service for state or |ocal agency
records;

(8) Approve inmaging projects of public records undertaken by state
agenci es and, upon request, by |l ocal agencies, and devel op and mai ntain
standards for this work;

(9) Miintain facilities necessary to review records approved for
destruction and to cost-efficiently di spose of them by sale or burning.
The destruction of public records as authorized by this chapter nust be
supervi sed by the state archivist;

(10) Assist and train state and local agencies in the proper
met hods of creating, maintaining, cataloging, indexing, transmtting,
storing, and reproducing photographic, optical, electronic, or other
i mges used as public records;

(11) Solicit, accept, and expend donations as provided in RCW
43.07.037 for the purpose of the archive program These purposes
i ncl ude, but are not limted to, acqui sition, accessi on,
interpretation, and display of archival materials. Donations that do
not neet the criteria of the archive programmay not be accepted;
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(12) Upon availability of resour ces, furnish appropriate
i nformation, suggestions, and guidelines to |ocal governnment agencies
for their assistance in the preparation of records series and retention
schedul es or any other matter relating to the retention, preservation,
di sposition, or destruction of records under this chapter; and

(13) Adopt rul es under chapter 34.05 RCWthat:

(a) Set standards for the durability and permanence of public
records mai ntained by state and | ocal agenci es;

(b) Govern procedures for the creation, nmaintenance, transm ssion,
catal oging, indexing, storage, or reproduction of photographic,
optical, electronic, or other images of public docunents or records in
a manner consistent wth current standards, policies, and procedures of
the departnment of information services for the acquisition of
i nformation technol ogy;

(c) CGovern the accuracy and durability of, and facilitate access
to, photographic, optical, electronic, or other inmages used as public
records; or

(d) Carry out any other provision of this chapter.

PART |V
TRANSFER OF RECORDS

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1)(a) Al state agency public records, not required in the current
operation of the office where they are nade or kept, and all records of
every agency, conmission, commttee, or any other activity of state
governnent whi ch may be abolished or discontinued, shall be transferred
to the state archives so that the valuable historical records of the
state may be centralized, nmade nore wdely available, and ensured
per manent preservation. However, this section does not apply to public
records approved for destruction under this chapter.

(b) When transferred, copies of the public records concerned shal
be made and certified by the archivist, which certification shall have
the same force and effect as though made by the officer originally in
charge of them Fees nay be charged to cover the cost of reproduction.
In turning over the archives of his or her office, the officer in
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charge of those archives, or his or her successor, retains the rights
of access to them w thout charge, whenever necessary.

(2)(a) Records that are confidential, privileged, or exenpt from
public disclosure under state or federal |aw while in the possession of
the originating agency, comm ssion, board, commttee, or other entity
of state or |ocal governnent retain their confidential, privileged, or
exenpt status after transfer to the state archives unless the
archivist, wth the concurrence of the originating jurisdiction,
determnes that the records nust be nmade accessible to the public
according to proper and reasonable rules adopted by the secretary of
state, in which case the records my be open to inspection and
avai |l abl e for copying after the expiration of seventy-five years from
creation of the record. |If the originating jurisdiction is no |onger
in existence, the archivist shall make the determnation of
availability according to the rules. If, while in the possession of
the originating agency, conm ssion, board, commttee, or other entity,
any record is determined to be confidential, privileged, or exenpt from
public disclosure under state or federal law for a period of |ess than
seventy-five years, then the record nust be made accessible to the
public upon the expiration of the shorter period of time according to
proper and reasonabl e rules adopted by the secretary of state.

(b) Records of investigative reports prepared by any state, county,
muni ci pal, or other |aw enforcenent agency pertaining to sex offenders
contained in chapter 9A. 44 RCWor sexually violent offenses as defined
in RCW 71.09.020 that are not required in the current operation of the
| aw enforcenent agency or for pending judicial proceedings shall,
followng the expiration of the applicable schedule of the |[|aw
enforcenent agency's retention of the records, be transferred to the
Washi ngton association of sheriffs and police chiefs for permanent
el ectronic retention and retrieval. Upon electronic retention of any
docunent, the association may destroy the paper copy of the docunent.

(c) Any record transferred to the Wshington association of
sheriffs and police chiefs under (b) of this subsection is no |onger a
public record under RCW42.17.020 and is exenpt from public disclosure.
Such records shall be dissemnated only to crimnal justice agencies as
defined in RCW 10.97.030 to determne if a sex offender neets the
criteria of a sexually violent predator as defined in chapter 71.09
RCW
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PART V
STATE RECORDS COW TTEE

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The state records commttee is created. Menbership on the
state records commttee consists of the state archivist or his or her
designee, a representative appointed by the state auditor, a
representative appointed by the attorney general, and a representative
appoi nted by the director of the office of financial managenent. The
appoi nting authority for each conmttee nenber may appoint an alternate
menber to serve in the absence of the primary appointee.

(2) The state records conmttee shall neet at |east once every
guarter or nore often as business dictates. Action by the conmmttee
shall be by majority vote and records shall be kept of all commttee
busi ness. The state records committee nmay adopt appropriate policies
and procedures to be followed in inplementing its authority under this
chapter.

(3) The state records conmttee nust approve, nodify, or disapprove
records retention schedules for state agency public records and nust
act upon requests to dispose of or to destroy such records. However
any nodification of a request or recomendati on nust be approved by the
head of the agency originating the request or recomrendati on.

(4) The state records commttee shall establish general retention
schedules for state agency records when practical. Upon a
determnation of the state records conmttee, unique retention
schedules may be approved for a state agency. The commttee's
determ nation shall include consideration of factors justifying the use
of a unique retention schedule in lieu of, or the absence of, a general
retention schedul e.

(5) Except as otherwi se provided by law, no public records of a
state agency shall be disposed of or destroyed until approved for
di sposition or destruction by the state records conmmttee. State
agencies may apply for authority to dispose of or destroy public
records having no further adm nistrative or |egal value by submtting
retention schedules for approval to the state records commttee.
Subm ttals shall be nade to the state records conmttee through the
division of archives and records nanagenent on forns approved by the
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state records commttee. The division shall facilitate the state
agency's submttal to the state records comittee and provide
adm ni strative support as needed.

PART Vi
STATE RECORDS OFFI CERS

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Each departnment or other agency of the state governnent shall
designate a records officer to supervise its records managenent and
retention programunder this chapter and to represent the office in al
contacts with the state records conmttee and the division of archives
and records managenent. The records officer shall

(1) Coordinate all aspects of the records managenent and retention
program

(2) Inventory, or manage the inventory, of all public records at
| east once during a biennium for disposition scheduling and transfer
action, in accordance with procedures prescribed by the state archivi st

and state records commttee. However, essential records shall be
inventoried and processed in accordance wth chapter 40.10 RCWat | east
annual | y;

(3) Consult with any other personnel responsible for maintenance of
specific records within the officer's state organization regarding
records retention and transfer recomrendati ons;

(4) Analyze records inventory data, exam ne and conpare divisiona
or unit inventories for duplication of records, and recommend to the
state archivist and state records commttee mninmal retentions for al
copi es commensurate with legal, financial, and adm nistrative needs;

(5) Approve all records inventory and destruction requests which
are submtted to the state records committee;

(6) Review established records retention schedules at |east
annually to ensure that they are conplete and current;

(7) Exercise internal control over the acquisition of imaging and
records storage equi pnent.

If a particular agency or departnent does not wish to transfer
records at a time previously scheduled therefor, the records officer
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shall, wthin thirty days, notify the archivist and request a change in
such previously set schedule, including the officer's reasons therefor.

PART VI |
LOCAL RECORDS COW TTEE

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1)(a) The local records commttee is created. Menbership on the
commttee consists of the state archivist or his or her designee, a
representative appointed by the state auditor, and a representative
appoi nted by the attorney general. The appointing authority for each
commttee nenber nmay appoint an alternate nenber to serve in the
absence of the prinmary appointee. The commttee shall neet at | east
once every quarter or nore often as business dictates. Records shal
be kept of all comm ttee business.

(b) Approval, anendnent, or veto of any retention schedule shall be
by unani nous vote of the local records commttee. Upon such approval,
the retention schedule shall constitute authority for the | ocal agency
to di spose of or destroy the records |isted thereon consistent with the
conditions of the retention schedul e.

(c) The local records commttee may adopt appropriate policies and
procedures to be followed in inplementing its authority under this

chapter.

(2) No local agency public records shall be disposed of or
destroyed until the expiration of applicable retention periods on
records retention schedul es approved by the local records committee.

(3)(a) The local records commttee shall establish genera
retention schedules for |ocal agency records when practical. Upon a
determnation of the local records conmttee, wunique retention
schedules may be approved for a |ocal agency. The commttee's
determ nation shall include consideration of factors justifying the use

of a unique retention schedule in lieu of, or the absence of, a general
retention schedul e.

(b) Local governnment agencies may apply for authority to di spose of
or destroy public records having no further admnistrative or |egal
value by submtting retention schedules for approval to the [ ocal
records conmttee. Submttals shall be nmade to the local records
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commttee through the division of archives and records nanagenent on
forms approved by the |ocal records commttee. The division shal
facilitate the | ocal agency's submttal to the |ocal records commttee
and provide adm nistrative support as needed.

(c) Except as otherwi se provided by |aw, |ocal agencies may, as an
alternative to destroying public records having no further
adm ni strative or |egal value, donate the public records to the state
library, local library, historical society, geneal ogical society, or
simlar society or organization. Public records may not be donated
under this subsection unless:

(1) The records are seventy years old or ol der;

(1i) The local records commttee has approved the destruction of
the public records; and

(ti1) The state archivist has determned that the public records
have no historic or |egal significance.

(4) Records of local agencies, designated by the archivist as
having historical or legal significance, may be transferred to a
repository approved by the archivist.

PART VI ||
RETENTI ON REQUI REMENTS

NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Public records shall not be disposed of or destroyed until the
expiration of applicable retention periods on records retention
schedul es approved by the state or local records conmttee. Unl ess
ot herwi se provided by state or federal law, rule, or regulation,
retention periods approved for records series that serve as primary
docunentation of official actions, transactions, contracts, or
agreenents nust be at |east six years. The state or |ocal records
commttee may approve retention periods of less than six years for
records series that:

(1) The departnment of origin of the records has nade a satisfactory
showing to the state or |local records conmttee that the retention of
the records for a mninmum of six years is unnecessary and that such
records serve only an adm nistrative val ue; or
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(2) The originals of the official public records less than six
years ol d have been copied or reproduced by any photographic or other
process approved by the state archivist which accurately reproduces or
forms a durable nmediumfor so reproducing the original

PART | X
LEG SLATI VE RECORDS

NEW SECTION. Sec. 9. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Nothing in this chapter prohibits a legislator or |egislative
enpl oyee from contributing his or her personal papers to any private
library, public library, or the state archives. The state archivist is
aut hori zed to receive papers of legislators and | egislative enpl oyees
and is directed to encourage the donation of such personal papers to
the state. The state archivist is authorized to establish such
gui delines and procedures for the collection of personal papers and
correspondence relating to the legislature as the archivist sees fit.
Legislators and legislative enployees are encouraged to contribute
their personal papers to the state for preservation

NEW SECTION. Sec. 10. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The chief clerk of the house of representatives or the chief
clerk's designee, and the secretary of the senate or the secretary's
desi gnee, shall establish requirenments and responsibilities for keeping
commttee mnutes and records as part of their instructions to
commttee chairs and enpl oyees.

The chief clerk or the secretary, wth the assistance of the state
archivist, shall classify and arrange the | egislative records delivered
to the chief clerk or secretary in a manner that he or she considers
best suited to carry out the efficient and econom cal wutilization,
mai nt enance, preservation, and disposition of the records. The chief
clerk or the secretary may deliver to the state archivist al
| egislative records in his or her possession when such records have
been classified and arranged and are no | onger needed by either house.
The state archivist shall thereafter be custodian of the records so

delivered, but shall deliver such records back to either the chief
clerk or secretary upon his or her request.

The commttee staff person responsible for maintaining the
| egislative records of that conmttee shall, on a scheduled basis
agreed upon by the chief clerk of the house of representatives or the
chief clerk's designee, and the secretary of the senate or the
secretary's designee, deliver to the chief clerk or secretary all
| egislative records in his or her possession, as |long as such records
are not required for the regular performance of official duties.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 11. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The chief clerk of the house of representatives and the secretary
of the senate nust advise the party caucuses in each house concerning
the necessity to keep legislative records. The state archivist or his
or her representative shall work wth the chief clerk and secretary to
provide information and instructions on the best nethod for keeping
| egi sl ative records.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 12. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The chief clerk of the house of representatives or the secretary of
the senate shall, wth advice of the state archivist, prescribe
policies for access to records when such records have been delivered to
the state archives for preservation and nai nt enance.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 13. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Any sound recording of debate in the house of representatives or
senate made by legislative enployees shall be preserved by the chief
clerk of the house and by the secretary of the senate, respectively,
for two years from the end of the session at which the recording is
made, and thereafter shall be transmtted to the state archivist. The
chief clerk and the secretary shall catal ogue or index the recordings
in their custody according to a uniformsystem in order to allow easy
access to the debate on specific questions before either house. The
chief clerk of the house of representatives and the secretary of the

FUNDI NG

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 14. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) There is created the archives and records managenent account in
the state treasury which shall consist of all fees and charges
collected under this section. The account shall be appropriated
exclusively for the paynent of costs and expenses incurred in the
operation of the division of archives and records nmanagenent as
specified by |aw

(2) The secretary of state and the director of financial managenent
shall jointly establish a procedure and formula for allocating the
costs of services provided by the division of archives and records
managenment to state agencies. The total anmount allotted for services
to state agencies shall not exceed the appropriation to the archives
and records managenent account during any allotnent period.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 15. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The | ocal governnent archives account is created in the state
treasury. All receipts collected under section 16 of this act and RCW
36.22.175 for local governnent services, such as providing records
scheduling, security mcrofilm inspection and storage, archiva
preservation, catal oging, and indexing for |ocal governnment records and
digital data and access to those records and data through the regional
branch archives of the division of archives and records nanagenent,
must be deposited into the account, and expenditures fromthe account
may be used only for these purposes.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 16. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

State agencies shall collect a surcharge of twenty dollars fromthe
j udgnent debtor upon the satisfaction of a warrant filed in superior
court for unpaid taxes or liabilities. The surcharge is inposed on the
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j udgnment debtor in the formof a penalty in addition to the filing fee
provided in RCW 36.18.012(10). The surcharge revenue shall be
transmtted to the state treasurer for deposit in the |local governnent
archi ves account under section 15 of this act.

Surcharge revenue shall be expended by the secretary of state
exclusively for disaster recovery, essential records protection
services, and records nmanagenent training for |ocal governnent agencies
by the division of archives and records managenent. The secretary of
state shall, wth |local governnent representatives, establish a
commttee to advise the state archivist on the |ocal governnent
archi ves and records nmanagenent program

NEW SECTION. Sec. 17. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The 1imaging account is created in the custody of the state
treasurer. Al receipts collected for contract inmaging, m crographics,
reproduction, and duplication services provided by the division of
archi ves and records managenent nust be deposited into the account, and
expenditures from the account nmay be used only for these purposes.
Only the secretary of state or the secretary's designee may authori ze
expenditures from the account. The account is subject to allotnent
procedures under chapter 43.88 RCW but an appropriation is not
required for expenditures.

Sec. 18. RCW36.22.175 and 2003 ¢ 163 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) In addition to any other charge authorized by |law, the county
auditor shall charge a surcharge of one dollar per instrunment for each
docunent recorded. Revenue generated through this surcharge shall be
transmtted nonthly to the state treasurer for deposit in the |oca
government archi ves account under ((RESA40-—214-024)) section 15 of this
act . These funds shall be wused solely for providing records
scheduling, security mcrofilm inspection and storage, archiva
preservation, catal oging, and indexing for |ocal government records and
digital data and access to those records and data through the regional
branch archives of the division of archives and records managenent.

The division of archives and records managenent within the office
of the secretary of state shall provide records nmanagenent training for
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| ocal governnments and shall establish a conpetitive grant programto
solicit and prioritize project proposals from | ocal governnents for

potential funding to be paid for by funds from the auditor surcharge
and tax warrant surcharge revenues. Application for specific projects

may be made by | ocal governnment agencies only. The state archivist in
consultation with the advisory committee established under ((RSW
40-14-027)) section 16 of this act shall adopt rules governing project

eligibility, wevaluation, awarding of grants, and other criteria
including requirenents for records managenent training for grant

reci pi ents.

(2) The advisory commttee established under ((REW40-14-027))
section 16 of this act shall review grant proposals and establish a
prioritized list of projects to be considered for funding by January
1st of each even-nunbered year, beginning in 2002. The eval uation of
proposal s and devel opnent of the prioritized |list nust be devel oped
t hrough open public neetings. Funding for projects shall be granted
according to the ranking of each application on the prioritized I|ist
and projects wll be funded only to the extent that funds are
avai |l abl e. A grant award nmay have an effective date other than the
date the project is placed on the prioritized |ist.

(3) In addition to any other surcharge authorized by law, the
county auditor shall charge a surcharge of one dollar per instrunent
for every docunent recorded after January 1, 2002. Revenue gener ated
through this surcharge shall be transmtted to the state treasurer
monthly for deposit in the |ocal governnent archives account under
((REW40-214-024)) section 15 of this act to be used exclusively for the
construction and inprovenent of a specialized regional facility |ocated
in eastern Washington designed to serve the archives, records
managenent, and digital data managenent needs of | ocal governnent.

To the extent the facilities are used for the storage and retrieval
of state agency records and digital data, that portion of the
construction of such facilities used for state governnent records and
data shall be supported by other charges and fees paid by state
agenci es and shall not be supported by the surcharge authorized in this
subsecti on.

At such time that all debt service from construction on such
facility has been paid, fifty percent of the surcharge authorized by
this subsection shall be reverted to the centennial docunent
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preservati on and noderni zati on account as prescribed in RCW 36.22.170
and fifty percent of the surcharge authorized by this section shall be
reverted to the state treasurer for deposit in the archives and records
managenent account to serve the archives, records managenent, and
digital data nmanagenent needs of |ocal governnent.

PART X
CONSTRUCT! ON

NEW SECTION. Sec. 19. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

This chapter does not repeal or nodify any other acts or parts of
acts authorizing the retention or destruction of public records. This
chapter does not affect the provisions of chapter 40.07 RCWrequiring
the deposit of all state publications in the state library or the
confidentiality of the bill drafting records of the code reviser's
of fice.

PART XI |
| NTERNAL REFERENCES AND REPEALERS

Sec. 20. RCW42.17.020 and 2005 c 445 s 6 are each anended to read
as follows:

The definitions in this section apply throughout this chapter
unl ess the context clearly requires otherw se.

(1) "Actual malice" neans to act with know edge of falsity or with
reckl ess disregard as to truth or falsity.

(2) "Agency" includes all state agencies and all |ocal agencies.
"State agency" includes every state office, departnent, division,
bureau, board, comm ssion, or other state agency. "Local agency"

i ncludes every county, city, town, nunicipal corporation, quasi-
muni ci pal corporation, or special purpose district, or any office,
departnent, division, bureau, board, comm ssion, or agency thereof, or
ot her | ocal public agency.

(3) "Authorized commttee" neans the political commttee authorized
by a candidate, or by the public official against whomrecall charges
have been filed, to accept contributions or nmake expendi tures on behal f
of the candidate or public official.
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(4) "Ballot proposition" nmeans any "neasure" as defined by RCW
29A.04.091, or any initiative, recall, or referendum proposition
proposed to be submtted to the voters of the state or any nunicipa
corporation, political subdivision, or other voting constituency from
and after the tinme when the proposition has been initially filed with
the appropriate election officer of that constituency prior to its
circulation for signatures.

(5) "Benefit" means a conmercial, proprietary, financial, economc,
or nonetary advantage, or the avoidance of a comercial, proprietary,
financial, economc, or nonetary disadvantage.

(6) "Bona fide political party" neans:

(a) An organization that has filed a wvalid certificate of
nom nation with the secretary of state under chapter 29A 20 RCW

(b) The governing body of the state organization of a nmjor
political party, as defined in RCW 29A.04.086, that is the body
aut horized by the charter or bylaws of the party to exercise authority
on behalf of the state party; or

(c) The county central conmttee or legislative district commttee
of a major political party. There may be only one legislative district
commttee for each party in each legislative district.

(7) "Depository" neans a bank designated by a candidate or
political commttee pursuant to RCW42.17. 050.

(8) "Treasurer"”™ and "deputy treasurer” nmean the individuals
appointed by a candidate or political commttee, pursuant to RCW
42.17.050, to performthe duties specified in that section.

(9) "Candidate" neans any individual who seeks nom nation for
el ection or election to public office. An individual seeks nom nation
or election when he or she first:

(a) Receives contributions or makes expenditures or reserves space
or facilities with intent to pronote his or her candi dacy for office;

(b) Announces publicly or files for office;

(c) Purchases conmercial advertising space or broadcast tinme to
pronmote his or her candi dacy; or

(d) Gves his or her consent to another person to take on behal f of
the individual any of the actions in (a) or (c) of this subsection.

(10) "Caucus political commttee” neans a political commttee
organi zed and mai ntai ned by the nenbers of a major political party in
the state senate or state house of representatives.
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(11) "Commercial advertiser"” means any person who sells the service
of communi cating nmessages or producing printed material for broadcast
or distribution to the general public or segnents of the general public
whet her through the use of newspapers, nagazi nes, television and radio
stations, billboard conpanies, direct nail advertising conpanies,
printing conpani es, or otherw se.

(12) "Comm ssion" neans the agency established under RCW 42.17. 350.

(13) "Conpensation” unless the context requires a narrower neaning,
i ncl udes paynent in any formfor real or personal property or services
of any ki nd: PROVI DED, That for the purpose of conpliance with RCW
42.17.241, the term "conpensation" shall not include per diem
al | ownances or ot her paynents nade by a governnental entity to reinburse
a public official for expenses incurred while the official is engaged
in the official business of the governnental entity.

(14) "Continuing political commttee" neans a political commttee
that is an organization of continuing existence not established in
anticipation of any particular election canpaign.

(15)(a) "Contribution" includes:

(1) A loan, gift, deposi t, subscri ption, forgi veness of
i ndebt edness, donation, advance, pledge, paynent, transfer of funds
between political commttees, or anything of value, including personal
and professional services for less than full consideration;

(11) An expenditure nmade by a person in cooperation, consultation,
or concert with, or at the request or suggestion of, a candidate, a
political commttee, or their agents;

(iii1) The financing by a person of the dissem nation, distribution,
or republication, in whole or in part, of broadcast, witten, graphic,
or other formof political advertising or electioneering communication
prepared by a candidate, a political commttee, or its authorized
agent ;

(iv) Sunms paid for tickets to fund-raising events such as dinners
and parties, except for the actual cost of the consumabl es furnished at
t he event.

(b) "Contribution" does not include:

(i) Standard interest on noney deposited in a political commttee's
account ;

(1i1) Odinary hone hospitality;
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(iii) Acontribution received by a candidate or political commttee
that is returned to the contributor within five business days of the
date on which it is received by the candidate or political commttee;

(iv) Anews item feature, comrentary, or editorial in a r regularly
scheduled news nedium that is of primary interest to the general
public, that is in a news nediumcontrolled by a person whose busi ness
is that news nmedium and that is not controlled by a candidate or a
political commttee;

(v) An internal political conmmunication primarily limted to the
menbers of or contributors to a political party organization or
political conmttee, or to the officers, mnagenent staff, or
stockhol ders of a corporation or simlar enterprise, or to the nenbers
of a | abor organization or other nenbership organization;

(vi) The rendering of personal services of the sort commonly
performed by volunteer canpaign workers, or incidental expenses
personally incurred by volunteer canpaign workers not in excess of
fifty dollars personally paid for by the worker. "Volunteer services,"
for the purposes of this section, neans services or |abor for which the
i ndi vidual is not conpensated by any person;

(vii) Messages in the form of reader boards, banners, or yard or
wi ndow si gns displayed on a person's own property or property occupied
by a person. However, a facility used for such political advertising
for which a rental charge is normally made nust be reported as an in-
kind contribution and counts towards any applicable contribution limt
of the person providing the facility;

(viii) Legal or accounting services rendered to or on behal f of:

(A) A political party or caucus political commttee if the person
paying for the services is the regular enpl oyer of the person rendering
such services; or

(B) A candidate or an authorized commttee if the person paying for
the services is the regular enployer of the individual rendering the
services and if the services are solely for the purpose of ensuring
conpliance wth state el ection or public disclosure | aws.

(c) Contributions other than noney or its equivalent are deened to
have a nonetary value equivalent to the fair market value of the
contri bution. Services or property or rights furnished at |ess than
their fair market value for the purpose of assisting any candi date or
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political conmmttee are deenmed a contribution. Such a contribution
must be reported as an in-kind contribution at its fair market val ue
and counts towards any applicable contribution |imt of the provider.

(16) "Elected official” means any person elected at a general or
special election to any public office, and any person appointed to fill
a vacancy in any such office.

(17) "Election" includes any primary, general, or special election
for public office and any election in which a ballot proposition is
submtted to the voters: PROVI DED, That an election in which the
qualifications for voting include other than those requirenents set
forth in Article VI, section 1 (Amendnent 63) of the Constitution of
the state of Wshington shall not be considered an election for
pur poses of this chapter.

(18) "Election canpaign" neans any canpaign in support of or in
opposition to a candidate for election to public office and any
canpai gn in support of, or in opposition to, a ballot proposition.

(19) "Election cycle" nmeans the period beginning on the first day
of Decenber after the date of the last previous general election for
the office that the candi date seeks and endi ng on Novenber 30th after
the next election for the office. In the case of a special election to
fill a vacancy in an office, "election cycle" neans the period
begi nning on the day the vacancy occurs and ending on Novenber 30th
after the special election.

a candidate, or (ii) witten about a candi date;

(f) Public service announcenents;

(g) Amailed internal political comrunication primarily limted to
the nenbers of or contributors to a political party organization or
political conmttee, or to the officers, mnagenent staff, or
stockhol ders of a corporation or simlar enterprise, or to the nenbers
of a | abor organization or other nenbership organization;

(h) An expenditure by or contribution to the authorized commttee
of a candidate for state, local, or judicial office; or

(i) Any other communi cation exenpted by the comm ssion through rule
consistent wwth the intent of this chapter.

(22) "Expenditure" includes a paynent, contribution, subscription,
di stribution, |oan, advance, deposit, or gift of noney or anything of
val ue, and includes a contract, prom se, or agreenent, whether or not
legally enforceable, to make an expenditure. The term "expenditure"”
al so includes a promse to pay, a paynent, or a transfer of anything of
value in exchange for goods, services, property, facilities, or
anyt hi ng of value for the purpose of assisting, benefiting, or honoring

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(b) The expenditure pays in whole or in part for political
advertising that either specifically nanmes the candi date supported or
opposed, or clearly and beyond any doubt identifies the candidate
wi t hout using the candi date's nanme; and

(c) The expenditure, alone or in <conjunction wth another
expendi ture or other expenditures of the sane person in support of or
opposition to that candidate, has a value of five hundred dollars or
nmore. A series of expenditures, each of which is under five hundred
dol lars, constitutes one independent expenditure if their cumulative
value is five hundred dollars or nore.

(29)(a) "Intermediary" nmeans an individual who transmts a
contribution to a candidate or commttee from another person unless the
contribution is from the individual's enployer, imediate famly as
